Jeff Riggenbach (January 12, 1947 to January 24, 2021) had many commonalities with other libertarians, 
including Tom Woods, Lew Rockwell, Jeff Deist, Paul Gottfried, etc. One commonality (and a persistent 
problem among libertarians as much as among democrats and republicans) was ignorance of the fact 
that Hitler et al did not describe their movement with the words “Nazi, Fascist, Third Reich, nor 
Swastika.”
